versions of one or more tests that test the source under test: t e st compon e nts for chang e s: 

a test case file component that includes receives metadata that defines which versions of the 
one or more tests test which versions of the source under test, and stores the metadata in an XML file 
in conjunction with test results that are generated by executing the one or more tests on the source 
under test, wherein metadata is also stored which indicates the version of the one or more tests and the 
version of the source under test to which the test results correspond, the test case file component 
further storing attributes in the XML file that enable the querying of the test results: and associat e d 
with t e st compon e nts and sourc e und e r t e st compon e nts r e c e iv e d from th e v e rsion compon e nt that 
indicat e s r e lationships b e tw ee n v e rsions of sourc e und e r t e st compon e nts and v e rsions of t e st cas e% 
the-t est cas e fil e compon e nt is continuously modifi e d such that n e w f e atur e s ar e add e d and/or 
re mov e d to t e st chang e s in th e sourc e und e r test compon e nts; 

a component that uses the attributes of the XML file to transform the XML file utilizing XSLT 
to enable the querying of the test results based on the version of the source under test and the version 
of the one or more tests which correspond to the test results.

2. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1, wherein the t e st cas e fil e compon e nt 
inelude attributes include s a pointer to the source under test. 

3. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1, wherein the t e st cas e fil e compon e nt 
ktclud e s attributes include a pointer to requirement for test data. 

4. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1, wherein the t e st cas e fil e compon e nt 
includesattribiites include a pointer to requirement and/or configuration under test data. 

5. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1, wherein the t e st cas e fil e compon e nt 
includ e s attributes include a pointer to a test cas e compon e nt .

1 1 . (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1 , wherein the XML file is stored in a 
catalog with other XML files, and wherein the XML file has a hierarchical relationship with at least 
one of the other XML files, wh e r e in the t e st cas e compon e nt sp e cifi e d in th e t e st cas e fil e compon e n t 
is load e d into th e t e st catalog . 

12. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 11, wherein the test results are generated by 
a test execution component that executes the one or more tests-ease on the softwar e source under-test 
afld-generat es t e st r esults.

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17. (Currently Amended) A test management methodology comprising: 

retrieving metadata that defines a version of source code and a version of one or more test 
cases that test the source code; r e garding t e st v e rsion information in r e lation to softwar e cod e v e rsion 
und e r test; 

persisting the metadata to an XML file in conjunction with test results that are generated by 
executing the one or more tests on the source code, wherein metadata is also stored which indicates 
the version of the one or more tests and the version of the source code to which the test results 
correspond, the test case file component further storing attributes in the XML file that enable the 

continuously modifying t e st information such that n e w f e atur e s ar e add e d and/or r e mov e d to 
te st v e rsion chang e s to th e softwar e cod e under t e st, wh e r e in th e fil e is an XML fil e ; 

gene rating t e st r e sults that ar e tagg e d with test v e rsion information in r e lation to softwar e cod e 
v e rsion und e r t e st, th e t e st r e sults and t e st version information ar e all v e rsion tagg e d d ata-and 
depende nt on th e v e rsions of th e softwar e cod e und e r t e st; and 

transforming the XML file utilizing XSLT and the attributes to enable a user to view at least 
one of exception patterns, trends, productivity, and success rates and management operations 
including at least one of selection, query, reporting, suit composition, and scheduling. 

18. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 17, wherein the metadata that defines the 
versions of the source code and the one or more tests is v e rsion information is retrieved from a version 
component that monitors changes to the_source code v e rsions and the one or more tests-v^ersions.

20. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 17, wherein the attributesfile comprises a 
pointer to at least one of a- sourc e und e r t e st t he source code , ^requirement under test, and-or a 
configuration under test.

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22. (Original) A computer readable medium having stored thereon computer executable 
instructions for carrying out the method of claim 17. 
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23 . (Currently Amended) A testing methodology comprising: 
loading a test case in accordance with a test case file stored in a source file; 
executing the test case on a source code under test; 

generating test results, wherein the test results are version tagged to indicate the relationships 
between test results, version of the test case, and version of the source code under test; 

continuously modifying t e st information such that n e w f e atur e s ar e add e d and/or remov ed-to 
test version chang e s to th e sourc e cod e under t e st; 

saving the test results to an XML file, wherein the XML file stores metadata that defines the 
version of the source code and the version of the test case which were executed to generate the test 
results, associat e d with th e t e st cas e s and source code and and wherein the XML file further stores 
pointers to the version of the source code and the version of the test case; and contains at l e ast on e of 
point ers to th e sourc e und e r t e st, r e quir e m e nts und e r t e st and configuration und e r t e st; 

providing a r ep ository for a coll e ction of t e st cas e fil e s, t e st cas e s, t e st variations, and 
nam e spac e m e tadata, wh e r e in th e r e pository is construct e d from aggr e gation of individual t e st cas e 
fil e s which r e lat e to e ach oth e r in a hierarchical fashion; and 

employing XSLT to transform the XML file into an in memory representation of a database 
that enables the test results to be queried. facilitate manag e m e nt op e rations including at l e ast on e of 
query, r e porting, suit e composition and sch e duling.

25. (Original) The method of claim 23, further comprising publishing the test results to an 
enterprise data store.
